ANOTHER TAXPAYER 


Decatur, III., April 13,1881. 
"Taxpayer" of the Herald has very 


much enlarged the scope of the subject. 
We would not only have physicians paid 
large fees for aiding the ends of justice, 
but he virtually »ays that mechanics, 
engineers, scientific artisans and others 
in every occupation should not be put lo 
loss or hardships in serving the public. I 
will so far agree with 'Another Taxpayer' 
as to allow that witb|re8pect Vo mechanics, 
engineers and the others named, his posi- 
tion is mainly correct. With respecl to 
physicians, I believe hi? position wholly 
and positively wrong, and for Ihe follow- 
,%jg reasons: By n common consent, the 
public have made many concetsions and 
(ratted numerous privileges to physicians 
nol accorded to others. With respect to 
uur-courts ;of justice, they are not called 
upon to sit as7tti'yn»<!n. either in our cir- 
cuit, oounty or msji*trate'i courts. If 
called Into any of thatfcconru either as 
common trltnesses a*««J*B«i,i, it is 
usual for them, afterbeUfttaterVto retire 
and resume business, with *s* Under- 
standing that au accommotetiag b*IMC 
will give them timely notlM when their 
testimony will be wanted, IT called Into 
an adjoining county on a change of junta, 
it is quite common for some friend attor- 
ney to rise and explain to th« judge that 
his physician friends are absent from 
home to a great duafivantage, tad it It 
would "ple«e his honor" to hear their 
testimony at once and let them return to 
their suffering patients, etc., etc. .There- 
upon the kind judge—aibeit he may think 
the patients much betler off wllhort 
them—gives his content, and they are 
soon off for home, while the poor one 
dollar and a quarter laborer must be kept 
there the balance of the one ur two weeks 
consumed in the trial, though it take 
every cent of his fees to pay his hotel 
bills. But Ibis is all right with "Another 
Taxpayer," for the dollar and a quarter is 
what this.ilay laborer gets for his services 
at home. 


While the laws of Ihe land (prohibit 


men in most ail other callings from fol- 
lowing remunerative employment on the 
Sabbath, this is generally their most prolit- 
able day. This one item gives them an 
advantage of nt least l"i per cent, over the 
the great ma«?eB; und it CUD be safely 
asserted that not one in a hundred of 
them woulil exr.Rfinge thin ailvuntage for 
church services. They .ire mil expected 
lo attend ImitruU, or lo run the risk of 
"missinj: a cull" by attending Ibo prima- 
ries or any other politic*! (nlheiniR.
